GENTLEMEN: — Your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  begs  leave  to 
report  upon  sundry  matters  which  it 
has.  had  under  consideration  and 
would  recommend  as  follows:

W.    Hosmer    &   Co.,    referred    to   this 
Committee   on   June   26th   last  asking 
that    the    setting    of    all    plate    glasis 
windows     in     the     Library     building, 
which  have  not  been  re-set  since  the 
building  was  completed,  be  inspected 
and   all  defects   of   setting  remedied, 
if  that  company  is  to  continue  to  carry 
the  risk  of  breakage  placed  upon  the 
windows  May  25th  last,  be  filed;  the 
Committee  having  been  unable  to  ob- 
tain any  estimates  of  the  cost  of  in- 
spection and  re-setting  such  lights. 

2.  Your  Committee  has  given  atten- 
tion  to   the   complaint    of   the    Secre- 
tary of    the  Grand    Army  Hall    and 
Memorial  Association  of  Illinois  rela- 
tive to  the  janitor  work  in  the  rooms 
occupied    by    that    Association. 

Upon  inspection,  your  Committee 
found  the  rooms  as  well  kept  as  any 
in  the  building  and  receiving  their  pro- 
portion of  the  present  janitor  serv- 
ice, but  recommends  that  as  soon  as 
the  Library's  financial  condition  shall 
permit  the  special  janitor  formerly 
in  charge  of  the  rooms  be  reappointed 
to  that  service. 

3.  After  considering  the  question  of 
the  supply  of  oil  for  the  engine  room 
for  the  ensuing  year,  your  Committee 
would   recommend   the  acceptance   of 
the   proposition    of   Dearborn   Drug   & 
Chemical  Works  to  supply  all  the  oil 
needed  for  the  year  commencing  Sep- 
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tember  1st  next  at  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$250,  and  for  as  much  less  as  the  face 
of  the  bills  may  show. 

4.  Sundry  bids    for  repairing     the 
roof  of  the  building  and  the  roof  of 
the  boiler  room  having  been  received, 
your     Committee     would     recommend 
that  an  order  be  given  to  H.  Rosen- 
baum    to   replace   in  a     workmanlike 
manner  150  slate  tiles  on  the  roof  of 
the  building  at  a  cost  of  23  cents  each, 
this  being  the  lowest  bid  received. 

Also  that  an  order  be  given  Chicago 
Sidewalk-Light  Company  to  repair  the 
roof  of  the  boiler  room  at  an  expense 
of  65  cents  per  hour  for  each  man  and 
4  cents  each  for  lights;  it  being  un- 
derstood that  only  as  much  work  be 
done  as  is  absolutely  essential  to  put 
the  roof  in  reasonably  good  shape,  the 
whole  cost  not  to  exceed  about  $30.00. 

5.  Your    Committee    begs    to    state 
that  elevator  No.    7  has   been   out  of 
service  for  some  time  on  account  of 
needed  repairs.     All  the  work  neces- 
sary to  put  the  elevator  in  good  order, 
except  the  shop  work,  can  be  done  by 
the   Library's   own   engineers,   if  they 
are  allowed  to  work  over-time.     The 
cost  of  repairs  will  be  Arery  much  less 
if  done  in  this  way. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recom- 
mends that  elevator  No.  7  be  put  in 
order  and  that  the  work  be  done,  as 
far  as  may  be,  by  the  engineers  of 
the  building,  they  to  be  paid  for  over- 
time at  their  regular  rate,  and  that 
the  necessary  shop  work  be  arranged 
for  outside.

DEAR  SIR:— I  am  in  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  this  date  inquiring  why  the 
$6,441.94  for  taxes  on  account  of  the 
Public  Library  for  1900,  being  a  part 
of  the  back  taxes  for  that  year,  re- 
ceived from  the  County  Collector  on 
July  10,  1902,  has  not  been  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  Public  Library  fund. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Gunther's 
attorney,  that  inasmuch  as  to  place 
the  said  amount  to  the  credit  of  the 
Public  Library  fund  would  result  in 
that  fund  receiving  more  money  from 
the  taxes  for  1900  than  it  appears  le- 
gally entitled  to  receive,  therefore  "in 
law  and  natural  justice,"  as  stated  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel  in  his  letter  to 
you  of  July  18,  1902,  in  regard  to  a 
)  mallei  case,  "the  excess  of  payment 
should  be  refunded  to  the  tax  payers," 
who,  "by  reason  of  the  wrong  perpe- 
trated on  them  by  other  tax  payers, 
paid  more  into  those  funds  in  1900 
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than  they  were  required  by  law  to  pay. 
Such  a  refund  is  impracticable,  but 
on  the  other  hand  it  is  no  part  of  the 
duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  decide 
who  is  entitled  to  the  funds  under  the 
circumstances,  nor  is  he  required  to 
assume  any  risk  not  imposed  upon 
him  by  law.  I  would  suggest  there- 
fore that  proceedings  be  taken  to  bring 
the  matter  before  some  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  in  order  that  the 
Treasurer's  duty  in  the  premises  may 
be  judicially  determined.

MY  DEAR  SIR: — There  is  an  effort  now 
being  made  by  those  doing  business  in 
the  center  of  the  city  to  secure  an  asphalt 
pavement  in  place  of  the  noisy,  dirty 
granite  which  now  covers  the  streets.  We 
have  been  successful  in  obtaining  the 
consent  of  many  of  the  property  owners 
on  Randolph  street  between  State  street 
and  Michigan  avenue,  and  feel  quite  sure 
that  we  can  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
property  owners  on  Washington  street 
between  Wabash  avenue  and  Michigan 
avenue  to  pay  for  their  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  putting  a  thoroughly  first-class 
asphalt  pavement  on  the  streets.  Gentle- 
men on  Michigan  avenue  have  succeeded 
in  obtaining  the  consent  of  their  neigh- 
bors to  the  same  effect,  so  that  Michigan 
avenue  is  to  be  paved  with  asphalt  from 
Adams  to  Washington  street. 

I  now  write  to  ask  and  very  earnestly 
urge  the  co-operation  of  your  honorable 
body  in  this  movement,  so  that  the  front- 
age occupied  by  the  Library  can  be  made 
a  part  of  the  whole,  and  I  fear  that  with- 
out your  co-operation  a  number  of  prop- 
erty owners  will  decline  to  join  in  the 
work.  We  propose  that  the  work  shall 
be  done,  in  the  first  place,  as  well  as  as- 
phalting can  be  done,  and  strictly  upon 
honor.  We  then  propose  to  obtain  the 
very  best  price  which  competition  will 
permit,  and  also  propose  to  watch  the 
work  during  its  progress  and  see  that  the 
contractors  give  just  what  they  contract 
to  do.  The  rough  price  which  we  are 
able  to  name  is  $3.00  per  square  yard,  but 
it  is  more  than  likely  that  under  competi- 
tion this  can  be  decidedly  reduced. 
The  street  car  companies  will  co-oper- 
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ate  with  us  in  this  matter  and  will  place 
grooved  rails  on  Washington  and  Ran- 
dolph streets,  and  will  pay  for  paving  be- 
tween their  tracks. 

Asking  then  your  kind  attention  to  this 
matter  and  recognizing  that  every  mem- 
ber of  your  board  is  a  public-spirited 
man  who  would  be  glad  to  see  this  most 
desirable  result  attained,  if  possible,  I 
beg  to  remain,

DEAR  SIR: — In  view  of  the  numerous

notifications  of  breaka  of  the  glass  in  the 
Public  Library  building,  all  of  a  similar 
character  and  without  accidental  cause, 
we  are  obliged  to  conclude  that  they  occur 
from  improper  or  defective  setting. 

Your  favor  of  September  2d  notifying 
us  that  our  communication  of  June  24th 
regarding  this  defective  setting  had  been 
placed  on  file  by  the  Library  Board  was 
duly  received,  and  we  are  compelled  to 
say  that  while  we  willingly  assume  the 
risk  of  all  breaks  the  result  of  accident 
or  the  act  of  other  parties,  and  due  to 
causes  beyond  your  control,  we  have 
grave  doubts  whether  the  insurance  com- 
pany is  liable  for  these  small  corner 
breaks  caused  by  defective  setting,  or 
that  we  would  be  justified  under  the  first 
condition  of  the  policy  in  spending  the 
company's  money  to  replace  such  breaks. 

Of  course  any  question  as  to  liability 
may  be  arbitrated  under  the  15th  condi- 
tion of  the  policy  at  request  of  either 
party. 

We  appreciate  the  difficulty  the  Library 
Board  labor  under  from  lack  of  money  to 
reset  the  glass,  but  we  do  not  think  the 
small  corner  breaks  are  an  essential 
damage  to  the  building,  or  that  they 
would  be  noticed  except  by  careful  scru- 
tiny, and  that  the  Library  would  not  suf- 
fer by  letting  such  plates  remain  without 
claim  for  damage. 

We  do  not  wish  to  have  any  controversy 
over  the  subject  and  would  prefer  to  can- 
cel off  rather  than  dispute,  or  on  the  other 
hand  remain  on  the  risk  at  a  certain  loss. 

Kindly  present  this  to  the  Board  and 

advise  us  of  their  action.     If  we  can  come 

to  an  agreement  about  these  breaks  we 

would  be  pleased  to  remain  on  the  risk.

having  been  made  in  the  proposition  of 
that  company  on  account  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Library.

We  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
first  condition  of  the  policy,  which  is

the  assured."  We  have  found  that  most 
of  the  breaks  are  due  to  defective  set- 
ting, and  in  our  opinion  the  removal  of 
this  cause  is  not  beyond  the  power  of 
the  assured,  nor  beyond  their  control. 
At  any  rate,  we  are  clearly  of  the  opin- 
ion that  we  are  not  liable  for  breaks 
from  such  cause,  and  shall  not  recognize 
claims  for  breaks  caused  by  such  rea- 
son, and  we  give  you  this  notice  so 
that  if  you  are  not  willing  to  accept  our 
interpretation  that  you  may  cancel  our 
policy.

"DEAR  SIR  : — Your  letter  of  October 
23rd  addressed  to  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel has  been  referred  to  the  under- 
signed, together  with  a  copy  of  a  let- 
ter from  Mr.  Harry  G.  Selfridge,  dated 
October  18,  1902,  relative  to  repaving 
the  streets  around  the  Public  Library 
building  with  asphalt. 

"In  answer  to  your  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  city  will  join  with 
the  private  property  owners  in  paying 
for  the  paving  of  the  streets  around  the 
Public  Library  building,  by  private  con- 
tract, I  beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  the 
City  of  Chicago  cannot  lawfully  make 
this  improvement  in  the  manner  pro- 
posed. No.  appropriation  has  hereto- 
fore been  made  for  any  such  purpose, 
nor  is  there  «any  appropriation  now  ex- 
isting out  of  which  money  can  be 
drawn  for  the  city  for  such  a  purpose. 

"In  answer  to  your  inquiry  as  to 
what  the  rights  of  the  Board  are  in 
such  a  case  I  have  the  honor  to  refer 
you  to  the  opinion  in  this  department, 
dated  January  28,  1902,  in  which  it  is 
held  that,  since  the  City  Council  is  by 
statute  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  for 
library  purposes,  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected in  like  manner  with  the  general 
taxes  of  the  city,  and  since  the  general 
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taxes  must,  by  law,  be  levied  by  an  or- 
dinance which  specifies  in  detail  the  pur- 
'  pose  and  the  amount  o|  the  appropria- 
tion, the  same  rule  holds  good  as  to 
the  levy  for  the  Public  Library. 

"The  city  is  not  authorized  to  enter 
into  any   private   contract   for   the   con- 
^struction  of  any   work  which  creates  a 
"liability  in  excess  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars  without  advertising  the  work  and 
awarding  it  to  the  lowest  and  best  bid- 
der.    It   would  not,   therefore,   be   able 
to  enter  into  any  contract  for  the  paving 
of  the  streets  about  the  Public  Library, 
unless   said    work    was    duly   advertised 
by  the  city  and  awaided  to  the  lowest 
bidder.      This    would    prevent    the    city 
from   becoming  a   party   to   the   making 
of  a  contract  based  upon  an  award,  re- 
sulting   from    bids    solicited    by    private 
individuals.     The  Library  Board  is  not 
a  separate  municipal  corporation,  but  is 
a    department    of    the   municipality,    ex- 
ercising   delegated    powers,    and    ought 
not  to  assume  to  exercise  power  which 
the  city  does  not  possess.     If  the  city 
cannot  pave  the  streets  by  private  con- 
tract   without    advertisement    and    com- 
petitive bidding  and  an  award  the  Board 
ought   not   to   assume   such   power.      If 
there  be  an  urgent  necessity  to  pave  the 
streets    about    the      Public     Library,    a 
method  can   be  devised  for  the  paving 
of  these  streets  by  special  assessment  in 
which   an    equitable   adjustment   can   be 
made    of    the     cost     of    the    improve- 
ment so  that  the  Public  Library  Board 
may  pay  such   a   portion  thereof  as   is 
equitably   to  be  regarded   as  of  benefit 
to    the    Library   property,   .and   the   city 
can   pay   as   public   benefits   the   portion 
of  the  cost  of  the  improvement   which 
represents  benefits  to  the  community  in 
general.     The  ascertainment  of  this  di- 
vision of  the  cost  can  be  discussed  with 
the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Super- 
intendent of   Special   Assessments,   and 
an    equitable    arrangement    reached,    or 
the  work  can   be  done  pursuant  to  an 
ordinance  directing  that  it  be  paid  for 
by  general   taxation  and   the   items   in- 
serted in  the  next  appropriation  bill  of 
the  city  and  of  the  Library  Board  for 
payment  of  the  relative  amounts  which 
may  be  agreed  upon,  and  the  contract 
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then  advertised  according  to  law,  and 
paid  for  out  of  the  taxes  collected  dur- 
ing the  year  1903.

you  written  yesterday  submitting  a 
statement  to  you.  He  informed  me 
that  you  were  about  to  hold  a  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  considering 
your  estimates  for  the  year  1903. 

''It  may  not  be  amiss  at  this  time 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  policy 
that  has  governed  the  Board  hereto- 
fore, and  to  suggest  the  necessity  for 
an  immediate  change  to  prevent  the 
embarrassing  situation  that  resulted 
during  the  past  year,  and  for  the 
next  three  months.  It  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  Library  to  expend  all 
the  money  in  the  levy  so  that  no  bal- 
ance will  remain  to  tempt  the  cupid- 
ity of  the  c^ty  authorities.  This,  be- 
cause of  an  incident  some  years  ago, 
in  which  an  unexpended  balance  of 
the  Library  was  turned  into  the  Gen- 
eral Corporate  fund. 

"Tne  valuation  for  this  year  will 
be  approximately  what  it  was  last 
year,  and  unless  the  same  policy  of 
retrenchment  and  economy  is  contin- 
ued, it  will  result  in  a  deficit  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  causing  the  embar- 
rassment like  that  now  presented  to 
your  Board.

GENTLEMEN: — Your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  begs  leave  to 
report  the  following  recommendations 
concerning  matters  coining  under  its 
supervision: 

1.  In  accordance  with  the  authority 
given  by  the  Board  at  last  meeting 
the  Secretary  has  received  bids  for  re- 
covering, with  leather,  twenty  cushions; 
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for  the  Directors'  room  chairs,  and 
the  Committee  would  recommend  that 
a  contract  be  awarded  to  F.  Herhokl 
&  Sons  for  this  work  upon  their  bid 
of  $2.00  for  each  cushion,  this  being 
the  lowest  of  five  bids  received. 

2.  As  a  result  of  the  last  inspection 
of  the  elevators  the  inspector  for  the 
Travelers  Insurance  Company  has  re- 
quested the  installation  of  two  new  op- 
erating cables  arid  two  new  counter- 
weight cables  on  certain  elevators  in 
the  Library  building.     Your  Committee 
recommends    that    these    new   cables 
be  ordered  and  installed  at  once. 

3.  In  accordance  with  the  action  of 
the  Board  at  last  meeting  your  Com- 
mittee  has   received  assurances  from 
four  of  the   owners  of  the  buildings 
where  the  branch  reading  rooms  are 
located  that  they  will  renew  the  leases 
for  the  rooms  in  their  buildings   for 
the  ensuing  year  at  the  same  rate  re- 
ceived the  past  year.     George  R.  Nich- 
ols, owner  of  store,  21  Blue  Island  ave- 
nue,   asks    $60.00    per    month    for    his 
room,  which   is   $5.00  more  than  was 
paid    last    year.       Inasmuch    as    the 
room  is  to  be  heated,  and  lighted  with 
electricity,  at  this  price,  your  Commit- 
tee is  of  opinion  that  the  Board  cannot 
do  better  than  to  make  a  lease  in  ac- 
cordance with  his  proposal,   and  rec- 
ommends   that   the    Secretary    be    in- 
structed to   renew   the   lease  of   that 
room  iipon  these  terms. 

4.  Your  Committee  is  informed  that 
the  galvanized  iron  device  for  drying  the 
air  after  its  passage  through  one   of  the 
air-washing  chambers  must  be  renewed 
on  account  of  its  destruction  by  rust. 
Messrs.  Thomas  &  Smith,  who  installed 
this  device,  and  who  own  the  patent 
.controlling  it,  have  made  a  proposition 
to  renew  the  same,  using  galvanized 
iion,    for   $345;   or,   using   copper,    for 
$416.        Inasmuch    as    copper   will   be 
practically  indestructible,  and  the  dif- 
ference in  price  so  small,  your  Com- 
mitttee    recommends    that    a   contract 
be  awarded  to  that  firm  to  replace  this 
device  upon  their  bid  of  $416. 

5.  Your  Committee  is  also  informed 
that    the    ash-handling    machinery    in 
connection    with    the    boiler    room    is 


practically  destroyed  by  rust  and  will 
have  to  be  renewed  at  an  early  day. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  adver- 
tise for  bids  for  this  work,  inasmuch 
as  the  -cost  will  probably  exceed  $500, 
and  that  the  specifications  upon  which 
proposals  shall  be  made  shall  require 
heavier  iron  than  was  originally  used. 

6.  In  the  matter  of  the  general  lia- 
bility insurance  covering  the  employGs 
and  public  in  and  about  the  Library 
building,  your  Committee  begs  leave 
to  say  that  it  has  asked  for  and  re- 
ceived bids  for  the  renewal  of  the 
policy  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  rec- 
ommends that  the  proposition  of  Allan 
C.  Durborow,  representing  the  London 
Guarantee  and  Accident  Company,  to 
furnish  a  general  liability  policy  for 
the  sum  of  $434.35  be  accepted,  this 
being  the  lowest  of  three  proposals 
received. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted.

Hall  and  Memorial  Association  of  Illi- 
nois, from  Chas.  H.  Taylor,  Com- 
mander Geo.  H.  Thomas  Post,  and 
Capt.  ,F.  B.  Meacham  of  the  same 
Association  from  W.  H.  Rose,  its 
Secretary,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  lights  are  sometimes 
turned  off  of  the  Grand  Army 
rooms  before  the  occupants  have 
time  to  leave  the  building,  and

Director  Franks,  Chairman,  pre- 
sented the  annual  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  it  was  received  and  or- 
dered printed  and  referred  to  the 
President. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

GENTLEMEN: — Your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  begs  leave  to 
submit  its  report  for  the  year  ending 
May,  1903: 

Under  the  economical  administra- 
tion in  vogue  the  past  year  your  Com- 
mittee has  had  but  little  business  to 
superintend  outside  of  current  and  or- 
dinary contracts. 

After  considerable  controversy  be- 
tween the  contractors  for  plate  glass 
insurance  and  your  Board,  in  which 
the  former  took  the  ground  that 
breaks  in  certain  plate  glass  windows 
were  due  to  imperfect  setting,  which 
was  under  control  of  the  Board,  and 
hence  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
policy  were  not  a  liability  on  the  in- 
surance company,  the  company  de- 
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cided  to  yield  the  point  in  controversy 
and  is  now  replacing  all  lights  broken 
from  whatever  cause  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  its  policy.  The  insurance 
company,  however,  canceled  its  policy 
about  one  month  before  its  expiration, 
returning  the  proportion  of  the  pre- 
mium paid  provided  for  in  its  policy. 
A  new  policy  of  insurance  written  by 
the  New  Jersey  Plate  Glass  Insurance 
Company  went  into  effect  on  April 
29,  1903. 

The  only  repairs  and  alterations 
made  the  past  year  was  to  the  equip- 
ment of  the  mechanical  plant.  The 
air-washing  and  drying  device  in  one 
of  the  air  inlets,  being  destroyed  by 
rust,  was  replaced  with  copper  in- 
stead of  galvanized  iron,  at  a  cost  of 
$416. 

A  contract  has,  also,  been  awarded 
for  the  replacing  of  the  ash-handling 
machinery  and  the  work  of  installa- 
tion will  soon  be  commenced. 

The  branch  reading  rooms  were  all 
re-rented  for  the  current  year  at  the 
same  price  paid  last  year,  except  the 
room  at  21  Blue  Island  avenue,  where 
five  dollars  a  month  additional  was 
agreed  to.  The  room  at  5315  Lake 
avenue  was  rented  for  only  six 
months  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
the  Blackstone  Memorial  Library  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  first 
of  October. 

Your    Committee    would    state    that 
there  are  a  number  of  repairs  which 
should  be  made  to  the  building,  if  it 
is  to  be  kept  in  good  order,  and  rec- 
ommends that  such  additional  help  be 
employed    as    is    needed   to    keep    the 
building    in    perfect   condition   at   the 
earliest  moment    consistent  with    the 
economical   administration  of  the  Li- 
brary.

Director  Franks,  for  the  Committee, 
presented  the  annual  report  of  the 
Committee  and  it  was  received  and 
ordered  printed: 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

GENTLEMEN: — Your  Committee  on 
Finance  begs  leave  to  report  upon  the 
general  financial  condition  of  the  Pub- 
lic Library  for  the  past  year  as  fol- 
lows: 

On  account  of  the  uncertainty  of 
the  amount  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  for  1902,  your  Board  in- 
augurated about  one  year  ago  a  plan 
for  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  Li- 
brary to  such  an  amount  as  would 
certainly  come  within  the  taxes  levied 
for  Library  purposes  for  that  year. 
As  compared  with  the  previous  year 
this  reduction  in  expenses  amounted 
to  $83,692.63,  though  it  should  be 
stated  that  during  the  first  part  of 
1902  there  were  one  or  two  large  ex- 
penses to  which  nothing  similar  oc- 
curred during  the  last  twelve  months. 
The  total,  assessed  valuation  for  1902 
was  $402,495,131,  which  would  have 
given  the  Library  a  levy  of  $402,495. 
The  Juul  law,  however,  reduced  this 
amount  to  $273,696.69.  Notwithstand- 
ing this  reduction  there  was  to  the 
credit  of  the  Library  fund  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1903,  $67,036.08. 

The  City  Council  appropriated  for 
Library  purposes  for  the  current  year 
$450,000.  Should  the  city  valuation 
reach  $450,000,000,  as  it  is  confidently 
believed  by  many  it  will,  the  Library 
cannot  only  reopen  all  its  departments 
next  fall,  but  it  will  be  able  to  go 
through  next  year  Avith  a  very  lim- 
ited sale  of  anticipation  warrants. 

Up  to  this  date  $130,000  of  the  $200,- 
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000  anticipation  warrants  sold  last 
year  have  been  called  in  and  paid  by 
the  City  Comptroller  and  $70,000  of 
such  warrants  1m ve  been  sold  against 
the  current  year's  appropriation. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submit-

"All  persons  regularly  employed  in 
the  Library,  except  persors  employed 
in  the  engineer's  or  janitor's  depart- 
ments, shall  be  entitled  to  vacations 
at  the  rate  of  eighteen  days  each  year, 
exclusive  of  legal  holidays.  Employes 
in  the  engineer's  and  janitor's  depart- 
ment shall  be  entitled  to  vacations  at 
the  rate  of  fourteen  days  each  year. 
A  record  of  the  attendance  of  each 
employe  shall  be  kept,  and  no  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  for  absence  from 
duty  except  as  above  provided." 

Both  proposed  amendments  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  By- 
Laws. 

Director  Eckhart,  also,  presented 
the  following  resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption: 

RESOLVED,  That  on  and  after  No- 
vember 1st  next  the  Library  shall  be

On  motion  of  Director  Bowers  the 
minutes  of  the  regular  meeting  of 
August  13,  1903,  were  approved  as 
recorded  and  printed,  without  being 
read. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
ex-Director  Charles  A.  Plamondon, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Chicago  Centennial  Celebration, 
stating  that  the  Daughters  of  the  Rev- 
olution have  arranged  as  a  part  of  the 
program  of  said  Celebration  to  hold  a 
reception  and  colonial  tea  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  September  30,  1903,  in 
Memorial  Hall  and  in  such  other 
rooms  as  the  Library  Board  may 
Li-ant  them  for  such  use,  and  praying 
the  Board  to  set-aside  for  such  pur- 


pose on  that  date  the  patent  room  to 
be  used  as  a  cloak  room,  the  room 
known  as  the  blind  room  to  be  used 
as  a  tea  room  and  the  bound  new's- 
paper  room  to  be  used  as  a  serving 
room. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Plamondon  for  the  use 
of  the  rooms  mentioned  be  granted  on 
condition  that  they  be  restored  in  as 
good  order  as  when  they  are  turned 
over  for  the  purposes  indicated.

Director  Lindstrand  moved  that  the 
matter  of  cleaning  the  rooms  in  ques- 
tion and  putting  them  in  proper  condi- 
tion be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  with  power  to 
act.

Director  Lowe  for  the  Committee, 
presented  a  bill  in  favor  of  Ernst 
H,ummel,  City  Treasurer,  for  interest 
amounting  to  $363.01,  on  anticipation 
tax  warrant  No.  320  for  $10,000,  and 
moved  that  it  be  ordered  paid.

COMMITTEE  ON  BY-LAWS. 

In  the  absence  of  a  majority  of  the 
Committee,  the  business  in  its'  hands 
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was,  on   motion,  taken  up  for  consid- 
eration by  the  Board. 

Director  Bowers  then  presented  the 
following  report,  agreed  upon  by  the 
Committee: 

To  tlic  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
CMcayo  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen:— Your  Committee  on 
By-Laws,  to  which  was  referred  at 
last  meeting  certain  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  by-laws,  and,  also,  the 
question  of  a  general  revision  of  the 
by-laws  of  the  Board,  begs  leave  to 
report  that  it  has  given  attention  to 
the  same  and  recommends  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  day  and  hour  of  regu- 
lar meetings  of  the  Board  be  changed 
from    4    o'clock   p.    m.   on   the    second 
and  fourth  Thursdays  of  each  month 
to  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  of 
each  month  at  8  o'clocK  p.  m. 

2.  That  a  clause  be  inserted  in  Ar- 
ticle  V.    giving   the   President   power 
to  add  one  or  more  members  to  any 
Committee  whose  members  fail  to  act 
on    account    of    sickness,    absence    or 
other  cause;  such  additional  members 
to   act  temporarily. 

3.  That  the  words  "certified  to  be 
correct  by   the  Secretary  and"  be  in- 
serted   in    Article    VI.    in    the    fourth 
line,   after  the  word   "vouchers,"   and 
that    hereafter    vouchers    so    certified, 
ordered  paid  by  the  Board  and  sisrned 
by   the   President  shall   be   deemed  a 
properly  authenticated  voucher  within 
the  meaning  of  the  State  Library  Aft. 

4.  That  Article  XIII.    be    amended 
so    as    to    include    the    new    branch 
library  within  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

5.  That   the   paragraph   relating  to 
salaries  of  employes,  promotions,  etc., 
in  Article  XX  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  words  "in  accordance  with 
the    rules   of   the    Civil    Service    Com- 
mission" and   that   said  paragraph  so 
amended  be  transferred  and  become  a 
part  of  Article  XVIII. 

6.  That  Article  XVIII.  thus  a'mend- 
ed  and  the  first  paragraph  of  Article 
XIX.    be    transposed    in    position    and 
number. 

7.  That    the    paragraph    in    Article 
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XX..  relating  to  vacations  of  employes, 
be  amended  so  as  to  allow  a  vacation 
of  three  weeks  each  year  to  each  em- 
ploye who  has  been  in  the  library 
service  twelve  months.  Also,  that  the 
last  paragraph  of  this  article  begin- 
ning "At  the  discretion  -of  the  Board," 
lie  stricken  out. 

8.  That  the  second  section  of   Ar- 
ticle XXIII.   be  amended  by  striking 
out    the    provision    for   extending    the 
use  of  the  Library  to  any  one  in  the 
County    not    otherwise    entitled    to    it 
upon    the   payment    of     three    dollars 
per    year,    and    by   the    insertion   of   a 
clause  which  will  entitle  students  at- 
tending  school   in   the   city,   but   w.lio 
live  outside  of  the  city  in  Cook  Coun- 
ty to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

The  first  of  these  recommendations 
is  made  because  the  amount  to  be 
paid  is  practically  prohibitive — thir- 
teen persons  having  availed  them- 
selves of  this  privilege  in  the  last  fif- 
teen years;  and  the  second  is  made  to 
cover  the  case  of  students  who  need 
books  for  collateral  study  and  refer- 
ence. 

9.  That    Article    XXIII.     be      also, 
n mended  by  adding  a  clause  authoris- 
ing'  the    Librarian    to    loan    books    to 
scholars  and  others  vtpon  the  requisi- 
tion of  another  librarian  and  to  make 
requisitions    upon    other    libraries    for 
books  for  the  use  of  patrons  of  this 
Library. 

10.  Your     Committee    recommends 
that    the   amendment    to   Article   XX., 
proposed    June    25th    last,    giving    the 
Board  power  to  excuse  an  employs  for 
failing  to  register  on  the  time  clock, 
be  filed,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee such  amendment  would     practi- 
cally nullify  the  operation  of  the  para- 
graph to  which  it  relates. 

The  other  two  proposed  amend- 
ments referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  above  date  are  covered  in  the  re- 
vision of  the  by-laws  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

The  Committee  has  nnde  sundry 
small  verbal  changes  and  transnosi- 
tions  of  wxmls  and  sentences  which 
do  not  affect  the  sense,  but  which 
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make    better    English    and   render   the 
meaning  more  clear. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  submits 
the  following  revised  by-laws  as  the 
result  of  its  deliberations  and  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  the  same.

BY-LAWS  AS  AMENDED. 

ARTICLE  I.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library,  for  the  election  of  of- 
ficers, shall  be  held  as  soon  as  is  prac- 
t;ical)le  after  the  first  day  of  July,  and 
after  the  new  Directors  shall  have 
been  appointed  and  have  qualified. 

ART  II.  Regular  meetings  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mon- 
days of  each  month,  at  8  o'clock  p.  m., 
and  at  all  meetings  five  Directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 
The  order  of  business  at  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  the  records  of  previous 
meeting. 

2.  Communications. 

3.  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  Reports  from  Standing  Commit- 
tees. 

5.  Reports    from    Special    Commit- 
tees. 

6.  Reports  of  Officers. 

7.  New  Business. 

ART.  III.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Secretary,  upon  the  writ- 
ten request  of  the  President  or  of  any 
two  Directors,  and  a  notice  thereof  of 
not  less  than  two  days  shall  be  given 
to  each  Director,  in  which  shall  be 
stated  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and 
no  business  shall  be  transacted  at 
such  meeting  except  such  as  is  stated 
in  the  notice. 

ART.  IV.  The  officers  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, a  Vice-President  and  a  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  hold  their  offices  re- 
spectively until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion, and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  elected  and  have  qualified. 
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ART.  V.  There  shall  he  six  Stand- 
ins  Committees,  to  he  appointed  by 
the  IMvsident,  namely:  A  Committee 
on  Library:  on  Administration;  on  De- 
livery Stations;  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds;  on  Finance;  and  on  By- 
Laws;  each  of  said  Committees  to 
consist  of  three  Directors;  proridnl, 
that  if  any  member  of  any  Committee 
be  unable  or  fail  to  act  on  account  of 
sickness,  absence  or  other  cause,  the 
President  may  add  one  or  more  mem- 
bers to  such  Committee  to  serve  tem- 
porarily. Special  Committees  may 
from  time  to  time  be  appointed  when 
ordered  by  the  Board. 

ART.  VI.  The  President  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  each  of  the 
Committees,  without  power  to  vote.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board:  to  sign  all 
vouchers  certified  to  be  correct  by  the 
Secretary  and  approved  by  the  Board, 
upon  which  warrants  shall  be  drawn 
on  the  City  Treasury  on  account  of  the 
Library  Fund;  to  appoint  the  Standing 
Committees  for  the  year;  to  prepare, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Board, 
the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, required  by  the  seventh  sec- 
tion of  the  "Free  Public  Library"  Act. 

ART.  VII.  In  the  absence  or  inabili- 
ty of  the  President,  all  the  duties  of 
that  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
President. 

ART.  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  to  keep  a  neat,  exact 
and  permanent  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
have  copies  thereof  printed  for  the 
use  and  information  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  and  of  the  officers  of  the 
Library.  He  shall,  also,  keep  a  rec- 
ord, when  required  to  do  so,  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Committees  of  the 
Board,  and  send  notices  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  to  the  Directors, 
and  of  the  Committees  to  the  mem- 
bers thereof.  The  Secretary  shall, 
also,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  be  the  finan- 
cial officer  of  the  Library,  and  k<>oi> 
its  accounts  and  receive  and  safely 
deposit  and  account  for  all  moneys 
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which  may  come  into  his  custody 
from  bequests,  legacies,  donations, 
lines,  security  deposits,  sale  of  finding 
lists,  books  lost  and  paid  for,  and  all 
other  moneys  which,  under  the  rules 
and  practice  of  the  Library,  may  be 
placed  in  his  custody  as  Secretary. 
He  shall  make  to  the  Board,  at  the 
first  meeting  in  each  month,  a  state- 
ment of  all  moneys  received  and  dis- 
bursed by  him  in  the  preceding 
month,  and  once  each  quarter  he  shall 
report  the  condition  of  the  Library 
Fund,  appending  thereto  a  certificate 
as  to  the  correctness  of  all  his  books 
of  account  for  said  quarter.  And  he 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Board  may  direct,  and  give  such  se- 
curity for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  as  the  Board  may  order. 

ART.  IX.  A  Librarian  and  First  As- 
sistant Librarian  shall  be  elected  by 
tne  Board  at  its  first  resrular  meeting 
in  April  of  each  year.  The  Librarian 
shall,  under  the  control  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  have  charge  of  the  rooms 
and  working  force  of  the  Library,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  care  and 
safety  of  the  books  and  other  public 
property  contained  therein,  and  for  the 
preservation  of  order  in  the  rooms. 
He  shall  prepare,  for  the  use  of  the 
Committee  on  Library,  lists  of  books 
to  be  purchased;  and  shall  have  exec- 
utive superintendence  of  all  matters 
under  the  supervision  of  the  several 
Standing  Committees.  He  shall  re- 
port to  the  Committee  on  Library,  at 
its  first  meeting  in  each  month,  upon 
the  condition  and  circulation  of  the 
books  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
shall  also  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Boa i-d  of  Directors  at  the  first  reg- 
ular meeting  in  June.  The  First  As- 
sistant Librarian  shall,  under  the  Li- 
brarian, have  charge  and  control  of 
the  catalogue  department,  and  of  the 
persons  employed  therein.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Librarian  he  shall  attend 
to  such  details  of  administration  as 
apply  to  the  routine  of  the  Library. 

ART.  X.  The  Committee  on  Library 
shall  have  control  and  supervision  of 
all  matters  relating  to  the  selection.

purchase,  exchange  and  binding  of 
])ooks  and  periodicals;  tlie  sale  and 
exchange  of  duplicates,  and  of  old 
magazines  and  papers  not  kept  for 
filing  and  binding;  the  arrangement, 
printing,  sale  and  disposition  of  cata- 
logues and  finding  lists,  and  of  the 
statistics  of  circulation;  and  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  stamps,  plates, 
labels  and  printed  forms  in  use  in  the 
Library.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee 'to  report  upon  the  condi- 
tion and  circulation  of  the  books  for 
the  preceding  month  at  the  first  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
month.  It  shall  be  its  further  duty 
to  examine  as  often  as  practicable  the 
books  in  the  Library,  and  to  exclude 
from  circulation,  and,  if  deemed  ex- 
pedient, from  the  Library,  also,  any 
and  all  books  offensive  to  good  mor- 
als, if  any  such  shall  be  found  in  the 
Library.  In  every  such  case  the  Com- 
mittee shall  report  to  tue  Board,  giving 
the  reasons  for  whatever  action  shall 
have  been  thus  taken.  No  purchase 
of  books  or  periodicals  shall  be  made 
except  by  authority  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  make  a  summary  report  annu- 
ally to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the 
last  regular  meeting  in  May. 

ART.  XI.  The  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration shall  have  supervision  of 
matters  relating  to  the  appointment, 
control,  remuneration  and  hours  of 
service  of  the  employes  of  the  Li- 
brary; to  the  arrangement  for  the  cir- 
culation of  -books  and  p?riodicals,  and 
the  needful  examination  of  the  Li- 
brary. It  shall  make  a  summary  re- 
port annually  to  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors at  the  last  regular  meeting  in 
May. 

ART.  XII.  The  Committee  on  Deliv- 
ery Stations  shall  have  supervision 
and  care  of  the  Delivery  Stations  es- 
tablished by  the  Board,  and  of  all 
matters  pertaining  thereto.  It  shall 
make  a  summary  report  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  last  reg- 
ular meeting  in  May. 

ART.  XIII.  The  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  shall  have  super- 
vision of  the  maintenance,  alteration. 


repair,  furnishing,  heating  and  lighting 
of  the  Library  and  Branch  Library 
Buildings:  the  Branch  Heading  Rooms, 
including  the  leasing  of  said  rooms, 
and  of  insurance.  It  shall  make  a 
sr.mmary  report  annually  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  last  regular  meet- 
ing in  May. 

ART.  XIV.  The  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance shall  have  supervision  of  the 
accounts,  the  revenues  arising  from 
the  Library  Fund  and  from  other 
sources,  and  the  care,  custody  and  in- 
vestment of  all  moneys  received  by 
the  Library  through  bequests,  legacies 
or  donations.  It  shall  make  a  sum- 
mary report  annually  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  last  regular  meeting 
in  May. 

ART.  XV.  The  Committee  on  By- 
Laws  shall  consider  and  report  upon 
all  propositions  for  the  amendment, 
repeal,  and  revision  of  any  of  the  By- 
La  \vs  of  the  Library,  and  upon  all 
legal  questions  arising  in  the  Board. 

A  IST  XVI.  At  any  meeting  the  ayes 
and  noes  shall  be  called  upon  any 
question  before  the  Board,  at  the  iv- 
que«t  of  one  Director. 

ART.  XVII.  All  proposed  expendi- 
tures of  money,  except  current  and 
incidental  expenses,  shall,  unless  oth- 
erwise ordered  by  the  Board,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  proper  Committee  for  con- 
sideration and  report  thereon,  and  no 
appropriation  shall  be  made,  or  in- 
debtedness incurred,  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  without 
the  concurring  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  Directors. 

ART.  XVIII.  Under  the  Civil  Service 
Act,  in  effect  August  26,  1895,  all  ap- 
plicants for  positions  of  any  kind  in 
the  Library  are  required  to  pass  the 
Civil  Service  examination.  No  appli- 
cation, therefore,  will  be  considered 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  until  after 
the  applicant  has  passed  such  exami- 
nation, and  then  only  in  the  order  in 
which  his  or  her  name  appears  on  the 
"Registers  of  Eligibles,"  and  when  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  grade  for  which 
he  or  she  has  passed  the  examination. 

ART.  XIX.     The  salaries  of  the  em- 
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ployes  shall  be  fixed  annually  by  the 
Board;  and  promotions  may  be  made 
for  efficiency,  faithfulness,  length  of 
service,  or  other  sufficient  cause,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  The  employ- 
ment, compensation  and  discharge  of 
all  employes  of  the  Library  Board 
shall  be  considered  only  in  executive 
session. 

All  communications  by  employes  of 
the  Library,  addressed  to  -the  Board, 
shall  be  transmitted  through  the  Li- 
brarian, or  in  his  absence,  through  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  xmless  such 
communications  concern  such  officers; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  offi- 
cer to  present  such  communications 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board, 
with  his  opinion  thereon  accompany- 
ing the  same. 

ART.  XX.  The  term  of  service  of  all 
employes  of  the  Library  shall  be  de- 
pendent upon  good  conduct  and  effi- 
ciency and  the  requirements  of  the 
service.  They  shall  be  subject  to  sus- 
pension from  employment  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Administration,  or  Libra- 
rian, with  loss  of  salary  during  such 
suspension,  on  account  of  absence 
without  leave,  want  of  attention  to 
business,  unreasonable  waste  of  time, 
want  of  courtesy  toward  the  public, 
or  improper  behavior  of  any  kind. 
When  a  suspension  shall  have  been 
ordered  by  the  Committee,  such  sus- 
prnsion,  with  reasons  therefor,  shall 
be  reported  by  the  Committee  to  the 
Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 
When  the  Librarian  shall  have  sus- 
pended an  employe,  he  shall  report 
the  fact  to  the  Committee  on  Admin- 
istration for  its  approval  or  disap- 
proval, and  the  reasons  for  such  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing thereof.  Any  employe  who  shall 
be  suspended  shall,  vmon  such  suspen- 
sion, be  subject  to  dismissal  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  but  he  or  she  shall 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  his  or  her  own  defense  before  the 
Board,  as  well  as  bofor«  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  in  the  maim;>r 
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sat  forth  in  Section  12,  entitled  "Re- 
movals," of  the  Civil  Service  Act,  be- 
fore such  dismissal  shall  take  effect. 

Employes  shall  be  at  their  posts 
promptly,  and  shall  remain  there  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  their  regular  duty. 

When  reporting  for  duty  employes 
shall  register  their  time  of  arrival  at 
the  time  clock. 

Janitors,  janitresses,  elevator  men 
and  watchmen  shall  register  both 
time  of  arrival  and  departure. 

No  employ*1  shall  handle  any  key 
except  his  or  her  own. 

A  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  cases 
of  tardiness  and  a  report  of  the  same 
shall  be  made  to  the  Committee  on 
Administration. 

Employes  shall,  also,  register  in  the 
daily  time  book  kept  in  each  depart- 
ment. Heads  of  departments  shall 
record  in  these  books  all  absences  of 
employes  from  their  posts  during  reg- 
ular hours  whether  excused  or  not. 

Failure  to  register  at  the  time  clock 
or  in  the  daily  time  book  shall  be 
counted  as  absence  in  making  up  the 
pay  roll. 

After  May  1,  1904,  all  persons  who 
have  been  regularly  employed  in  the 
Library  twelve  months  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  vacations  at  the  rate  of  three 
weeks  each  year,  with  pav,  exclusive 
of  legal  holidays  and  of  Saturday 
half-holidays  allowed  from  May  1  to 
October  1,  to  be  arranged  by  the  Li- 
brarian. A  record  of  the  attendance 
of  each  employe1  shall  be  kept,  and  no 
allowance  shall  be  made  for  absence 
from  duty  except  as  above  provided, 
unless  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
Board. 

ART.  XXI.  The  Library  shall  be 
op"ii  on  all  secular  days,  except  legal 
holidays,  from  9  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6:30 
p.  m.  The  Branch  Reading  Rooms 
and  Delivery  Stations  shall  be  open 
during  such  hours  as  the  Board  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine.  If  a 
1'oliday  occur  on  Sunday,  the  day  suc- 
ceeding or  the  day  preceding  such 
Sunday  may,  at  the  discretion  of  th-> 
Committee  on  Administration,  be 
livated  as  such  holiday. 
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ART.  XXII.  Any  person  of  good  de- 
portment and  habits  may  iise  the 
Reading-  and  Reference  Rooms.  No 
person  who  is  intoxicated  or  is  un- 
clean in  person  or  dress  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to,  or  allowed  to  remain  in, 
these  rooms.  No  perspn  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  converse,  smoke,  partake  of 
refreshments,  lounge  or  sleep  in  such 
rooms,  or  use  them  for  any  purpose 
for  which  they  are  not  intended. 

Every  person  desiring  to  read  a 
periodical  in  the  Reading  Room  or  a 
book  in  the  Reference  Room  other 
than  those  kept  on  the  open  shelves, 
shall  write  plainly  his  or  her  true 
name  and  place  of  abode  on  a  slip 
furnished  for  the  purpose,  with  thp 
list  number  of  the  periodical,  or  shelf 
number  of  the  book  desired,  and  shall 
hand  the  slip  to  the  attendant,  to  be 
held  as  a  voucher.  Before  leaving  the 
room  the  borrower  shall  retiirn  the 
periodical  or  book  to  the  attendant, 
and  shall  not  under  any  circumstances 
take  the  same  from  the  room. 

ART.  XXIII.  Any  resident  of  Chi- 
cago may  draw  books  from  the  Li- 
brary by  registering  his  or  her  name 
and  complying  with  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1.  Giving  satisfactory  security  in 
the  form  following,  to  remain  in  force 
not  more  than  two  years:

"7,  the  subscriber,  hereby  certify  that , 

residing  at  No. , Street,  is  a  Jit  person  to 

enjoy  the  privileges  of  th*  Chicago  Public  Library, 
and  that  I  will,  for  the  period  of  two  years,  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  observance  by of  the 

regulations  of  the  Library,  and  will  make  good 
any  injury  or  loss  the  Library  may  sustain,  or 
indebtedness  incurred ,  from  the  issue  on  this  cer- 
tificate of 'a  card  which  wilt 'entitle  the  said  principal 
to  draw  books.

"Residing  at  No Streft." 

JV"..B. —  The  privileges  granted  in  consequence 
of  this 'certificate  may  be  revoked  at  pleasure  by 
tbe  Library,  or  by  the  signer  on  surrendering  the 
Library  card.  Applications  for  registration  may 
be  made  at  the  Main  Library,  or  at  any  of  the 
Delivery  Stations;  but  registration  in  more  than 
one  place,  isforbiddfn . 
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2.  Depositing  three  dollars  with  the 
Secretary,  and  in  special  cases  such 
further  sum  as  the  value  of  the  book 
asked  for  may,  in  the  judgment  of 
that  officer,  require.  For  such  de- 
posit a  receipt  shall  be  giveu.  The 
privileges  of  the  Library  are  extended 
to  persons  residing  outside  of  the  city 
limits  of  Chicago,  in  Cook  County, 
who  pay  city  taxes  or  are  engaged  in  a 
permanent  business  or  are  attending 
school  in  Chicago;  subject  to  the  regu- 
lations that  apply  to  the  actual  resi- 
dents of  the  city;  provided,  that  the 
guarantor  for  such  person  be  an  ac- 
tual resident  of  the  city. 

Special  privilege  cards  may  be  is- 
sued to  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
entitling  the  holder  to  draw  six  books 
at  a  time  for  the  use  of  pupils,  sub- 
ject to  the  general  rules  governing 
the  circulation  of  books. 

In  order  to  extend  the  usefulness  of 
the  library  an  inter-library  loaning  sys- 
tem is  approved,  and  the  Librarian  is 
authorized  to  honor  at  his  discretion 
requisitions  upon  other  libraries  for 
books  for  special  use,  and  to  make 
requisitions  upon  other  libraries  for 
books  for  patrons  of  this  Library. 

ART.  XXIV.  The  Board  of  Direct- 
ors may,  for  special  reasons,  admit 
to  the  use  of  the  Library,  persons  not 
actual  residents  of  Cook  County.  All 
the  privileges  of  the  Library  given 
to  Directors  shall  be  extended  to  ex- 
Directors. 

ART.  XXV.  Each  person  entitled  to 
draw  books  from  the  Library  will  be 
supplied  with  a  card  inscribed  with 
his  or  her  name,  residence,  and  regis- 
ter number.  This  card  must  be  pre- 
sented whenever  a  book  is  taken,  re- 
turned or  renewed;  and  if  lost,  it  will 
not  be  replaced  until  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  the  loss  shail  have  been  giv- 
en, except  upon  sufficient  consideration 
by  the  Librarian.  Immediate  notice  of 
a  change  of  residence  must  be  given 
at  the  Library.  Neglect  to  give  this 
notice  shall  subject  the  cardholder  to 
forfeiture  of  privileges. 

ART  XXVI.  The  holder  of  a  card 
is  entitled  to  draw  one  book,  if  octavo 
or  large  size;  or  two  books  of  smaller 
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si/o  than  octavo,  they  being  the  same 
work. 

ART.  XXVII.  Books  may  be  re- 
tained two  weeks,  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  No 
book  shall  be  reissued  to  the  same 
person  until  it  has  been  on  the  shelf 
twenty-four  hours. 

ART.  XXVIII.  Books  of  recent  pur- 
chase, labeled  "Seven-Day  Book," 
shall  not  be  retained  more  than  one 
week  and  shall  not  be  renewed  or 
transferred. 

ART.  XXIX.  Encyclopedias,  dic- 
tionaries, bound  periodicals,  and  other 
works  of  reference,  elaborately  illus- 
trated books  and  such  others  as  may 
be  xtnsuited  for  general  circulation, 
can  be  used  only  in  the  Library  rooms. 

ART.  XXX.  A  fine  of  three  cents  a 
day  shall  be  paid  on  each  work, 
whether  bound  in  one  or  more  vol- 
umes, which  is  not  returned  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
rules,  and  an  additional  charge  of  two 
cents  shall  be  made  for  each  notice 
sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  book  will  be  delivered  to  the 
party  incurring  the  fine  till  it  is  paid. 
When  a  book  shall  have  been  detained 
beyond  the  prescribed  time,  and  it 
becomes  necessary  to  send  a  messen- 
ger to  the  borrower  to  secure  its  re- 
turn, an  additional  fine  of  twenty- 
five  cents  shall  be  added. 

ART.  XXXI.  Writing  or  marking  in 
books  is  prohibited;  and  all  injuries 
to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and 
all  losses,  shall  be  promptly  adjusted 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Librarian. 

.ART.  XXXII.  Delinquents  will  be 
notified  through  the  mails  on  the  sixth 
day  after  their  delinquency  has  oc- 
curred: and  one  week  thereafter,  if 
the  book  be  not  returned,  the  guar- 
antor shall  be  notified.  If  the  book  be 
not  returned  within  one  month  after 
serving  the  first  notice,  the  Librarian 
may  proceed  to  collect,  through  the 
Law  Department  of  the  city,  the  value 
of  the  book,  with  accrued  fines  and 
other  charges  to  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment. 

ART.  XXXIII.     It  shall  be  the  dutv 
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of  all  persons  having  the  privileges  of 
the  Library,  to  notify  the  Librarian  of 
the  existence  of  any  contagious  dis- 
eases in  their  residences  or  families, 
and  for  failure  to  do  so  their  privileges 
may  be  declared  forfeited  by  the 
Board. 

ART.  XXXIV.  Any  person  abusing 
the  privileges  of  the  Library,  or  vio- 
lating these  regulations,  shall  be  tem- 
porarily suspended  from  the  use  of 
the  Library  by  the  Librarian,  and  the 
case  shall  be  reported  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Administration  for  proper  ac- 
tion thereon;  and  such  person  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors, forfeit  his  or  her  Library  privi- 
leges. 

ART.  XXXV.  These  By-Laws  may 
be  altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  a 
majority  of  the  Directors,  but  no  such 
action  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  r<>iru- 
lar  meeting  subsequent  to  the  regular 
meeting  at  which  such  action  was 
proposed. 

Director  Lowe  moved  that  the  by- 
laws submitted  with  the  report  be 
taken  up  seriatim  and  that  a  vote  be 
taken  upon  such  articles  as  have  been 
amended.

Librarian  Chicago  Public  Library. 

Dear  Sir:— In  regard  to  the  resump- 
tion of  daily  service  to  the  delivery 
stations,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
delivery  work  be  done  with  five  wag- 
ons. This  would  give  a  daily  trip  to 
all  stations.  Books  brought  in  one 
day  would  be  delivered  next  day. 

To  accomplish  this  it  would  be  nec- 
essary to  have  two  extra  wagons. 

1  The  approximate  expense  would  be 
as  follows: 

Purchase  of  five  extra  horses  at 
about  $175  apiece. 

Supplies  (such  as  blankets,  storm 
fronts,  etc.)  for  two  more  wagons, 
amounting  to  about  $50. 

Employing  two  more  drivers  at  $50 
per  month  each. 

Employing  six  more  pages  at  ?33 
per  month  each. 

The  work  would  be  accomplished  in 
the  following  manner: 

Wagon  No.  1  would  start  from  the 
library  at  8  a.  in.  with  the  Englewood 
load  and  return  at  1  p,  m.  Change 
horses  and  take  out  the  Crawford 
load,  returning  to  the  Library  at  6  p. 
m.  This  would  make  a  trip  of  about 
28  miles. 

Wagon  No.  2  would  start  from  the 
Library  at  8  a.  m.  with  the  Austin 
load  and  return  at  1  p.  m.  Change 
horses  and  take  out  the  Irving  Park 
load,  returning  to  the  Library  at  about 
6:30  p.  m. 

This  would  make  a  trip  of  aftout 
30  miles. 

Wagon  No.  3  would  start  from  Rog- 
ers Park,  arriving  at  the  Library  at 
10  a.  m.,  and  return  to  Rogers  Park. 
This  wagon  would  be  obliged  to  make 
an  inside  trip  on  heavy  days,  making 
a  trip  of  26  to  32  miles. 

Wagon  No.  4  would  start  from 
South  Englewood,  arriving  at  the  Li- 
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brary  at  11  a.  m.  and  return  to  South 
Englewood.  This  would  make  a  trip 
of  27  miles. 

Wagon  No.  5  would  start  from  Pull- 
man, arriving  at  the  Library  at  1  p. 
m.,  would  return  to  Pullman,  making 
a  trip  of  about  32  miles. 

The  work  in  the  Library  would  be 
as  follows: 

Irving  Park  load,  which  was  brought 
in  the  night  before,  would  be  started 
at  8  a.  m.  and  finished  at  9  a.  m. 

Crawford  load,  which  was  brought 
in  the  night  before,  would  be  started 
at  9  a.  m.  and  finished  at  10:30  a.  m. 

Rogers  Park  load  would  be  brought 
in  at  10  and  finished  from  10:30  to 
11:30  a.  m. 

The  outside  express  bringing  9 
South,  8  South,  14  South,  23  West,  15 
West,  Sears,  Roebuck  &  Co.,  and  McCor- 
mick  would  be  finished  between  11:30 
and  12:30. 

12:30  to  1:30  dinner  hour. 

South  Englewood,  brought  in  11  a. 
m.,  would  be  finished  from  1:30  to 
2:30  p.  m. 

Pullman,  brought  in  1  p.  m.,  would 
be  finished  from  2:30  to  3:30  p.  m. 

Englewood,  brought  in  at  1  p.  m., 
would  be  finished  from  3:30  to 
4:30  p.  m. 

Austin,  brought  in  at  1  p.  m.,  would 
be  finished  from  4:30  to  5:30  p.  m. 

I  would,  also,  recommend  that  the 
books  to  South  Englewood  be  delivered 
by  express,  as  the  roads  between  Au- 
burn Park  and  South  Englewood  are 
unpaved.  This  would  save  about  five 
miles  of  very  heavy  road  and  would 
be  a  great  saving  on  our  stock  during 
tlie  winter  months.

GENTLEMEN:—  Your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  havinir  had 
under  consideration  various  matters 
referred  to  it  by  the  Board  and  hav- 
ing had  its  attention  called  to  sundry 
repairs  needed  about  the  Library  building 
and  to  fixtures  begs  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the 
question  of  furnishing  drinking  water 
to  the  public  at  the  south  end  of  the 
building  either  from  a  fountain  untie? 
pressure  or  from  water  coolers. 

It  has,  also,  considered  the  ques- 
tion of  furnishing  pure  water  to  the 
employes  and  public  at  the  south 
end  of  the  building  and  is  united  in 
recommending  that  for  the  present 
ll)<>  question  of  constructing  a  foun- 
tain be  eliminated  from  further  con- 
s'd'-ration.  and  that  the  Secretary  lie 
authorized  to  obtain  bids  for  the  in- 
stallation of  a  water  filter  of  suffi- 
cient capacity  to  furnish  all  the  water 
needed  for  the  various  coolers  in  the 
building,  and  that  in  lieu  of  a  foun- 
tain for  the  use  of  the  public  one  or 
two  coolers  be  placed  where  they 
shall  be  accessible  to  the  public  dtir- 
i.iu:  three  or  four  months  in  the  sum- 
mer season. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  hav- 
ing be<Mi  called  to  the  deteriorated 
condition  of  the  shade  cloth  over  the 
segments  at  the  top  of  the  windows 
on  the  delivery  room  floor,  your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the 
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Secretary  be  authorized  to  obtain  bids 
for   re-newing   these   shades. 

.Your  Committee  would,  also,  rec- 
ommend that  bids  be  obtained  for 
painting  the  elevator  shafts  two  coats 
of  good  paint,  they  having  not  been 
re-painted  since  the  erection  of  the 
building. 

Your  Committee  having  learned 
that  it  has  been  customary  for  the 
window  -washers  to  stand  upon  the 
window  wills  while  washing  most  of 
the  windows  in  the  court  of  the  build- 
ing on  Garland  place  and  fearing  that 
an  accident  may  occur,  your  Commit- 
tee would  suggest  that  the  window 
washer  employed  at  this  work  be  re- 
quired to  wear  a  window  Avasher's 
harness  to  be  provided  by  the  Board. 
Estimates  for  drilling  holes  in  the 
iron  window  frames  on  33  windows 
necessary  for  the  us'e  of  the  harness: 
have  been  received  at  $2.00  per  win- 
dow, making  the  total  estimate  for 
this  work,  including  the  harness,  at 
about  $73.50,  and  your  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  harness 
be  purchased  and  the  holes  drilled  at 
an  expense  not  to  exceed  the  above 
estimate. 

Your  Committee  has  been  informed 
that  all  the  cleaning  and  rep-iirinsr  of 
the  electric  clocks  in  the  building, 
except  the  master  clock,  has  been 
done  heretofore  by  the  engineers,  and, 
also,  that  certain  repair  parts  are 
m  eded  to  put  some  of  the  clocks  in 
good  running  order,  and  would  rec- 
ommend that  to  relieve  the  engineers 
of  the  care  of  the  clocks  the  Secre- 
tary be  requested  to  obtain  proposals 
from  a  few  clock  makers  for  regu- 
lating the  docks  and  keeping  them  in: 
order  by  the  year,  and  that  an  esti- 
iy,ate  be  obtained  for  furnishing  any 
new  movements  or  repair  parts 
needed. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
purchase,  for  use  in  the  building, 
one  dozen  good  thermometers  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  $16.00  per  dozen  and 
one  standard  thermemcter  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  $5.00.

The  total  expenditures  for  mainte- 
nance for  the  current  year  of  1903— 
the  last  two  months  being  closely  es- 
timated—will be  approximately  $174, 
983,  or  $5,017  less  than  the  amount 
estimated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
To  be  added  to  this  is  the  interest  on

"DEAR  SIB: — We  are  in  receipt  of 
your  letter  regarding  the  action  of  the 
County  Clerk  in  charging  against  the 
Library  tax  certain  fees,  in  which  you 
say  you  are  directed  to  inquire 
whether  or  not  the  County  Clerk  can 
be  required  to  add  to  the  Library  tax 
the  cost  of  extension  and  collection 
so  that  the  Library  Board  will  receive 
the  net  amount  of  the  levy,  and  whnt 
steps  can  be  taken  to  enforce  the 
Library's  rights. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Clerk 
to  ascertain  what  rate  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  City  will  produce  to  the 
Library  Board  the  net  amount  certified 
for  extension  as  a  Library  tax — over  and 
above  the  cost  of  collection  and  ex- 
tension— and  to  extend  that  rate 
against  that  property.  This  duty, 
however,  is  restricted,  and  all  rates, 
except  those  for  certain  specified  pur- 
poses— the  Library  tax  not  being  ex- 
cepted, — are  subject  to  reduction  so 
that  the  total  tax  rate— exclusive  of 
the  excepted  taxes— shall  not  exceed 
rive  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion. 

"The  County  Clerk  informs  me  that 
this  enforced  reduction  of  the  total 
tax  rate,  and  its  component  parts,  ac- 
counts for  the  failure  to  produce  the 
net  amount  of  your  levy.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

<1hi<-(ii/<>    1'iililic   Library: 

GENTLEMEN:-— Your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  begs  leave  to 
report  as  follows  upon  sundry  mat- 
ters, some  of  which  have  heretofore 
been  referred  by  the  Board: 

1.  Your  Committee  has  given  con- 
siderable  attention    to   the   matter   of 
insurance  on  the  Blackstone  Memorial 
Branch     Library     and    would    recom- 
mend    that     a  policy  of     $40,000     be 
placed    on    the    building    on    the    50% 
co-insurance     basis,    the   total     valua- 
tion of  the  building  being  placed  at 
$240,000.     The   rate    on    this    basis   is 
63c  per  hundred  for  five  years,  mak- 
ing the  cost  of  this  amount  of  insur- 
ance   $252.00.     On    this    basis   the   Li- 
brary   becomes     a    co-insurer    to     the 
amount  of  two-thirds  of  the  policy,  so 
that   on   a   loss   of   $20,000   the   Board 
would   realize  $6,666.66. 

2.  Your    'Committee     would,     also, 
recommend  that  a  policy  of  $13,000  be 
placed  upon  the  contents  of  the  build- 
ing,   consisting    of    furniture,    fixtures 
and   books,  this  being  full  insurance, 
which   at  the  rate  of   $1.32   per  hun- 
dred  for  five   years    makes  the    pre- 
mium $171.60. 

3.  Your  Committee  has  considered 
the  question  of  placing  a  telephone  in 
the   Blackstone   Memorial    Branch    Li- 
brary,  and,   also,   the   question  of  re- 
ducing,   if    possible,    the    cost    of    the 
three  outside  telephones  at  the  main 
Library    building.     After   having   had 
several  conferences  with  the  Chicago 
Telephone   Company,   your  Committee 
is  satisfied  that  the  best  rates  obtain- 
able  for  the   service   desired   for   the 
Blackstone  Branch.   Library  is  a  tele- 
phone    guaranteeing     600    out-calls    a 
year  with  an  unlimited  number  of  in1 
calls,  for  the  sum  of  $75.00  per  year. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  vari- 
ous nickel  telephones  in  use  are  for 
many  reasons  objectionable,  and  that 
the  cost  of  a  direct  line  from  the 
Blackstone  Memorial  Branch  Library 
to  the  Public  Library  would  be  oiit,  of 
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all  proportion  to  the  service  required. 
It  therefore  recommends  that  the  Chi- 
cago Telephone  Company  be  requested 
to  install  in  the  Blackstone  Memorial 
Branch  Library  a  telephone  of  the 
kind  mentioned  for  $75.00  per  year. 

4.  Your  Committee  endeavored  to 
obtain  a  lower  rate  for  the  three  tele- 
phones in  use  at  the  Public  Library, 
but  without  success.  The  Telephone 
Company,  however,  did  agree  to  place 
the  Directors'  room  telephone  on  an 
extension  line  from  the  switch  board 
so  that  during  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  it  can  be  used  by  the  members, 
but  cannot  be  used  by  anyone  during 
the  interval  between  meetings.  This 
arrangement  will  effect  a  saving  of 
$45.00  per  year.  The  Librarian,  how- 
ever, desires  to  have  his  desk  'phone 
connected  by  the  same  kind  of  an  ex- 
tension to  the  'phone  in  the  order  de- 
partment and  this  can  be  done  at  a 
cost  of  $30.00  per  year. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  Directors'  room 
telephone  be  made  an  extension  from 
the  switch  board,  and  that  the  Li- 
brarian's telephone  be  connected  by 
an  extension  from  the  order  depart- 
ment, which  would  still  leave  a  sav- 
ing of  $15.00  per  year  from  the  pres- 
ent rates. 

5.  Your     Committee     is     informed 
that   the  Library   is   MI   need  of   four 
book    trucks  of  the  same   pattern   as 
the  trucks  made  by  Fairbanks,  Morse 
&   Co.   in    1897,  except  that   it  is   de- 
sired  to    have   them    one  inch   wider. 
These  trucks  are  built  on  the  plan  of 
that   firm's   standard   trucks,   but   are 
built    especially    strong    in    the    shops 
of    the    company    in    this    city.      The 
price  will  be  $20.00  each.  net.  without 
rubber  corners   and   $22.50   with    rub- 
ber  corners. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase the  four  trucks  described. 

6.  .Your    Committee    w'ould    recom- 
mend   that    the    proposal    of    .Josenh

insurance  expiring  on  the  same  date. 
In  response  to  these  advertisements 
some  thirty-six  bids  for  fire  insurance 
and  ten  bids  for  liability  insurance 
were  received  and  opened  at  5  o'clock 
p.  m.  on  Wednesday,  March  2nd  inst. 
The  bids  for  placing  fire  insurance 
upon  the  building  were  practically  the 
same  and  were  as  follows:

Miss  Snider,  the 
President  of  the  Klio  Association,  and 
Miss  Bracken,  her  artist,  were  present 
and  exhibited  sketches  of  the  proposed 
tablet.  After  thoroughly  considering 
the  matter  and  hearing  a  letter  read 
from  Chas.  A.  Coolidge,  resident  mem- 
ber of  Shepley,  Rutan  &  Coolidge,  ar- 
chitects of  the  building,  in  which  he 
says  he  "feels  very  strongly  that  the 
Library  Board  should  not  allow  a 
drinking  fountain  to  be  placed  on  the 
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outside  of  the  Library  building,"  be- 
cause "the  building  was  not  designed 
for  any  feature  of  this  kind,"  your 
Committee  would  refer  back  to  the 
Board  the  entire  matter  without  rec- 
ommendation. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
order  sundry  shades,  ground  balls, 
etc.,  for  the  electric  lighting  fixtures 
at  an  estimated  total  cost  of  $131.33. 
Some  of  these  supplies  will  last  for 
about  two  years,  but  not  being  kept 
in  stock  must  be  made  to  order  and 
the  glass  company  will  not  make  less 
than  one  standard  package.  There 
is,  hqwever,  quite  a  saving  in  the  pur- 
chase of  these  goods  in  large  quanti- 
ties.

That  section  I  of  Article  XXIII  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  "Giving  satisfactory  security  in 
the  form  of  an  application  signed  by 
some  responsible  resident  of  Chicago, 
to  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of 
three  years." 

Also,  that  Article  XXV  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "thirty"  in 
the  eighth  line  of  the  printed  by-laws 
and  inserting  the  word  "ten;"  and  by 
striking  out  in  the  same  sentence  the 
clause  "except  upon  sufficient  consid- 
eration by  the  Librarian,"  so  that  the 
Article  will  read:

This  card  must  be  pre- 
sented whenever  a  book  is  taken,  re- 
turned or  renewed;  and  if  lost,  it  will 
not  be  replaced  until  ten  days  after 
notice  of  the  loss  shall  have  been 
given.  Immediate  notice  of  a  change 
of  residence  must  be  given  at  the  Li- 
brary. Neglect  to  give  this  notice 
shall  subject  the  cardholder  to  for- 
feiture of  privileges."

GENTLEMEN:— Your  Committee  on 
Delivery  Stations  begs  leave  to  report 
upon  sundry  matters,  heretofore  re- 
ferred to  it  by  the  Board,  and  would 
recommend  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  application  of  Henry  G. 
Foreman,  Esq.,  President  of  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Cook  County,  for  a 
delivery   station  to   be  established   at 
Dunning,    in    Irving    Park    boulevard, 
opposite   the  County    Institutions,    be 
tiled.     This  action  is  recommended  on 
account  of   that  section  of    the    city 
being   sparsely    settled.     Besides,   the 
employe's   of   the  Cotinty   Institutions, 
for  whose  benefit  the  station  is  asked 
would    not     be     eligible     for  its  use 
unless   they    reside   within    the    city 
limits  in  which  case  they  would  come 
under  the  general  rules  for  the  circu- 
lation of  books  in  the  city. 

2.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board 
the  keeper  of  delivery   station  No.   1, 
West,  located  at  278  W.  Twelfth  St., 
was  suddenly  obliged  to  give  up  his 
store  and  to  move  to  another  part  of 
the  city  and  under  the  circumstances 
the  Committee  in  connection  with  the 
superintendent  of  delivery  stations  re- 
moved this  station  to  the  drug  store 
of  Julius  H.  isacowitz,  located  at  339 
W.   Twelfth  street.     This  action  was 
taken  after  examining  all  the  feasible 
sites     in     that     neighborhood.       The 
Committee  asks  the  Board  to  -concur 
in  its  action. 

3.  Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  letter  of  Theodore  Peters,  asking 
to  have  a  delivery  station  established 
at  142  E.  Seventy-fifth   street    (Wind- 
sor Park),   and    the    letter    of    C.  N. 
Storkan  asking  to  have  a  delivery  sta- 
tion  established   at   his    store   at   the 
southeast  corner    of   Western    avenue 
and  Augusta  street,  be  filed. 
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All  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

GENTLEMEN: — Your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  begs  leave  to 
report  upon  sundry  matters,  coming 
under  its  jurisdiction,  as  follows: 

1.  In  accordance  with  the  authority 
given  by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on 
April    6th   inst.    the    Secretary   adver- 
tised  for   bids    for   insurance   on   the 
plate  glass   lights  for  a   term   of  one 
year,    beginning   April    29,   1904.     Ten 
bids   were  received  in   amounts  from 
$518  to  $2,500. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  an  order  be  given  to  the  Phila- 
delphia Casualty 'Company  to  place  a 
policy  on  the  plate  glass  lights  of  the 
Public  Library  building  upon  its  bid 
of  $518;  said  policy  to  take  effect 
April  29,  1904,  at  12  o'clock,  noon. 

2.  Your   Committee   would    recom- 
mend that  the  proposals  of  David  T. 
Kenney,  to  install  his  "vacuum  sweep- 
Ing    system"    in    the    Public    Library 
building,  be  filed,   on   account  of  the 
large  expense  involved  and  the  igno- 
rance of   the   Committee   as   to   what 
saving  there  would  be  in  its  use. 

3'.  Your  Committee  has  given  at- 
tention to  the  advisability  of  having 
an  abstract  made  for  the  small  trian- 


gular piece  of  ground  added  to  lot 
one  (1),  block  five  (5),  Hyde  Park 
subdivision,  upon  which  the  Black- 
stone  branch  library  is  located,  and  is 
of  the  opinion  that  an  abstract  to  this 
lot  is  not  needed,  especially  as  the 
library  building  itself  does  not  cover 
any  part  of  it. 

4.  Your  Committee  would  report  in 
the  matter  of  tree  planting  about  the 
Blackstone  branch  library  building, 
authority  for  which  was  given  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  on  March  14th 
ult,  that  after  consulting  the  architect 
it  was  decided  not  to  plant  trees  on 
the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  build- 
ing, and  to  plant  only  one  tree  and  a 
few  shrubs  at  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  large 
granite  seat.  The  architect,  who 
spoke,  also,  for  Mrs.  Blackstone,  stated 
that  the  style  of  the  building  was: 
such  that  its  architectural  effect 
would  be  largely  destroyed  by  having- 
trees  as  near  it  as  they  would  be  if 
planted  between  the  sidewalk  and 
curb. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.
